During  the  year  the  sand  bags  have  been  replaced  by  blast 
walls  and  the  Committee  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Borthwick,  Surveyor 
to  the  Welwyn  R.D.C.,  who  kindly  gave  his  advice  and  super¬ 
intended  the  structural  work. 

Committee. 

Mr.  M.  B.  Dewar  was  sent  overseas  on  work  of  national 
importance  last  May  and  so  had  to  resign  his  office  as  Chairman 
for  the  duration  of  the  War  to  the  sincere  regret  of  the  Committee 
and  Staff.  Miss  M.  O.  Pam  was  elected  Acting  Chairman  and  Mr. 
A.  W.  Tuke  Vice-Chairman. 
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During  the  year  the  Committee  lost,  through  death,  Mrs. 
Sanderson  and  Mr.  Fryer.  Mr.  Fryer  had  served  on  the  Committee 
for  many  years  and  his  deep  interest  in  all  that  concerned  the 
Hospital  is  greatly  missed.  The  Hospital  garden  will  be  his 
permanent  memorial.  Although  new  to  the  Committee  Mrs. 
Sanderson  took  a  very  active  interest  in  the  Hospital. 

Honorary  Consulting  Staff. 

Dr.  E.  R.  Cullinan  was  elected  to  serve  on  the  Consulting 
Staff  as  Honorary  Physician  for  the  duration  of  the  War,  but 
unfortunately  was  called  to  the  Forces  shortly  after  his  appointment. 

Nursing  Staff. 

Valuable  voluntary  assistance  has  been  given  during  the  year 
by  nursing  auxiliaries  for  which  the  Committee  is  grateful.  They 
also  wish  to  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  Matron  and  her 
permanent  nursing  staff  for  their  co-operation  in  training  the 
nursing  auxiliaries,  as  well  as  for  their  loyal  service  during  this 
year  of  exceptional  difficulties. 

Finance. 

In  submitting  the  accounts  for  1940  the  Committee  would 
point  out  that  income  exceeded  expenditure  by  £\ 57  13s.  2d.  This 
has  reduced,  though  not  wiped  out,  the  Bank  Overdraft  which  was 
£ 829  at  31st  Dec.  It  must  not  be  taken  as  an  indication  that  the 
Hospital  is  in  a  happy  financial  position  but  rather  that  it  has  not 
been  thought  advisable,  nor  has  it  been  possible,  to  undertake 
normal  renewals  and  repairs  for  the  last  two  years.  Payments 
amounting  to  £^61  have  been  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme — otherwise  there  would 
have  been  a  considerable  deficit  on  the  year’s  working. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  overdraft  it  was  decided  not  to  re-invest 
the  sum  of  ^"958  18s.  3d.  received  from  the  redemption  of  2 V/ 
Colchester  Mortgage  last  spring — this,  of  course,  will  mean  a  loss 
of  income  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Week-End  Appeal,  which  could  not  include  the  usual  road 
collection,  augmented  the  Hospital  funds  by  £166  13s.  7d.,  and  the 
Committee  accord  most  grateful  thanks  to  the  Organisers  for  their 
untiring  services  and  offer  their  congratulations  on  the  splendid 

result. 
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The  Committee  are  grateful  for  the  way  in  which  the  public 
have  supported  the  Hospital  by  subscriptions  and  donations.  The 
valuable  assistance  given  by  those  who  have  organised  entertain¬ 
ments  and  functions  is  greatly  appreciated,  and  it  is  hoped  that  an 
increased  income  will  be  obtained  from  this  source  in  1941. 

Many  gifts  in  kind  have  been  received  throughout  the  year 
from  individuals  and  from  organisations,  and  the  Committee  are 
grateful  for  this  generous  support,  so  frequently  given  anonymously. 
The  collectors  of  tinfoil  have  again  rendered  valuable  assistance. 

The  Committee  offer  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  Merritt  and  the 
schoolboys  who  are  cultivating  part  of  the  hospital  ground  for 
potatoes  and  vegetables  for  the  hospital  this  year. 

The  sincere  thanks  of  the  Committee  of  Management  are  due 
to  the  Honorary  Consultants  and  Medical  Officers  for  their  valuable 
services;  to  Miss  Mildred  Miles,  Honorary  Secretary,  for  her 
indispensable  work  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Contributory 
Scheme;  to  Mr.  Webb,  Honorary  Treasurer,  for  his  ever  willing 
help  throughout  the  year:  to  the  Secretary,  Miss  Mary  Taylor, 
for  her  valuable  co-operation  and  extra  work  entailed  during  the 
war;  to  Miss  Powell,  Clerk  to  the  Contributory  Scheme,  and  all 
the  voluntary  collectors  for  their  untiring  efforts;  to  Mrs.  Hoskins, 
who  has  given  valuable  voluntary  clerical  assistance;  to  the 
members  of  the  Linen  Guild  and  all  the  workers  for  their  valuable 
help  with  the  linen ;  to  those  who  have  rendered  such  splendid 
service  as  librarians  during  the  past  year  and  to  all  those  who,  by 
their  gifts  and  service,  have  assisted  the  hospital  in  any  way.

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Contributory  Scheme  Report  for  1940. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  give  a  satisfactory  report  of  the 
work  done  by  the  Hospital  Contributory  Scheme  during  this  past 
difficult  year.  392  new  membership  cards  were  issued  and,  though 
278  members  resigned  chiefly  because  they  were  called  up  for 
National  Service,  there  was  a  net  increase  of  141.  It  is  estimated 
that  3783,  the  total  membership  at  the  end  of  the  year,  covers  well 
over  10,000  persons. 

The  income  of  ^*1924  from  members’  contributions  shows  a 
very  slight  decrease  on  the  previous  3rear’s  income,  but  this  was 
accounted  for  because  in  so  many  cases  the  family  contribution  has 
been  reduced  to  2d.  a  week  while  the  husband  is  on  Active  Service. 
On  page  14  is  a  list  which  shows  the  amount  raised  in  each  district, 
as  well  as  the  actual  contribution  from  each  group,  though  in  three 
cases  the  last  contribution  of  the  year  was  received  too  late  for 
inclusion  and  will  be  credited  to  1941. 

Benefit  has  been  given  in  896  cases,  and  it  includes  In-patient 
treatment  covering  6027  days;  this  is  a  decrease  on  the  previous 
year  as  grants  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  partly  cover  members 
treated  under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme. 

War  conditions  have  again  added  very  considerable  difficulties 
to  the  work  of  the  Honorary  Collectors  and  the  Committee  offers 
sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have  carried  on  this  most  helpful  work 
for  their  neighbours,  and  hearty  congratulations  that  the  scope  of 
the  Scheme  is  ever  increasing  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people  living 
in  the  district.
